CAMERA CATCHES 
NOISE OF’ LIGHTNING

New York (AP)—The “snap” that 
lightning makes in your radio has 
been photographed, as it emerged 
from a cloud miles distant 
Elec­ 
trical waves, invisible to the eye, 
make the noise preceding tile flash. 
The waves were discovered with 
an oscillograph by F. W. Chapman, 
and reported in Nature, the British 
official science journal. 
The pie- 
tui'es showed something new—sixty- 
thiee electrical waves in, a single 
lightning flash. 
Previously movie cameras 
have 
caught the visible lightning, and 
showed that what the eye sees as 
one streak of flame 
may be a 
dozen “darts” and rivulets of fire.

show that lightning is like the 


bursting of a dam, with invisib^ 
electrical “spray” hying in all di­ 
rections.

W ashington, May 29 (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt signed the $81,736,- 
943 second deficiency appropriation 
bill today. 
The act gives the Tennessee Valley 
Authority permission to sta rt pre­

$112,000,000 
flood control and power dam at 
Gilbertsville, Kentucky. 
The President also signed a m eas­ 
ure appropriating $18,000,000 to en­

Hershey, Pa., May 29 (AP),—Or­ 
ganised employes signed an agree­ 
ment to outlaw strikes at (he Her­ 
shey Chocolate Corporation:*'plant, 
scene of a bloody battle two months 
ago in which farmers and "loyal" 
workers evicted sit-down strikers. 
Ccionel John Mcllnenny Smith, 
counsel for Die Independent Choc- 
ciate Workers at Hershey, announced 
the pact. Friday night ut a mass 
meeting oi 2 000 employes. 
William F. R. Murrie, president. 
• and W 3 Crouse, secretary, signed j 
the agreement for the corporation 
and Charles Hallman and Donald 
Cassidy for the union. 
H it 
agreement 
continues 
the 
present m i n i m u m pay of OO cents 
an hour for men and 45 cents lot 
women for a five-day week of 40 
hours. 
It is effective at once and 
will lemain in force u n til October 
l l , 1937. 
Employes who "have been contin­ 
uously employed for a period.of ane 
year are guaranteed one week’s va­ 
cation wiili pay. 
The announce­ 
ment did not say whether the "con­ 
tinuously 
fin ployed" 
stipulation 
would exclude the strikers who re- J 
turned to work 
Strikes, 
stoppages of 
work or 
lockouts are 
prohibited while the 
agreement Is in force, and “length of j 
continued service shall govern’’ in ; 
case of decrease or increase of j 
forces if knowledge and training, j 
physical fitness, family status and j 
place of 
residence are 
relatively j 
equal. 
The 
Independent 
Chocolate j 
Workers 
of 
Hershey, 
originally 
known as the "Loyal Workers of 
Hershey,” 
was designated as the 
exclusive bargaining agency for the 
workers by the agreement. 
The employes gave I 542 votes to 
Hie independent group and 781 to 
the United Chocolate Workers of 
America in an election conducted 
April 23 by the National Labor Re­ 
lations board to determine which 
should represent the employes. 
The election was tile inst con­ 
ducted in Pennsylvania under the 
provisions of the W agner act. 
The strike had been called by the 
United Chocolate Worker*, an affil­ 
iate Q llhe Committee for Industrial 
Organization. 
Officer.-* of the Independent union 
reported simultaneously with sign­ 
ing of the agreement that 1,900 of 
the Hershey employes had become 
members and 
1,025 had paid dues 
to date.
